This Office Action is in r3sponse to the Amendment filed on September 17, 
2003. Claims 1-15 were cancelled, and claims 16-30 were added. The arguments 
contained were persuasive; accordingly, a new Non-Final has been set forth below. 

Applicant's cooperation in correcting the informalities in the drawing, specification 
and claims are appreciated. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gahan (Patent Number WO 93/11343). 

Regarding claim 16, Gahan discloses a two-stroke motor of the rotary piston 
type including: 

a cylinder block (114) containing a plurality of cylinders, rotatably mounted 
within an engine housing (111) and indirectly geared to a crankshaft (113), journalled for 
a rotation within said engine housing (111) and piston members (115) supported upon 
said crankshaft (113) for a rotary motion within said cylinder block (114) as said

States. 
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crankshaft and said cylinder block rotate in the same direction (See Page 2, lines 2-11, 
Page 7, lines 18-25, Page 10, lines 10-19); and 

said cylinder block (114) being sealed against said engine housing by slidably 
mounted circular side seal rings having provision for at least one of an automatically 
rotatable induction timing ring and automatically rotatable transfer timing ring, and with 
said engine housing having peripheral pivoted air vents for automatically variable air 
flow (See Figures 12-13, Page 14, lines 21-27, Page 15, lines 1-26, Page 19, lines 14- 
19, and Page 20, lines 1-23). 

Regarding claim 17, Gahan discloses the motor of claim 1 wherein said under 
block is indirectly geared to said crankshaft by epicyclic gears (117) of a ratio 2:1 (See 
Page 2, lines 17-22, Page 7, lines 26-27, Page 8, lines 6-8, and Page 12, lines 14-18). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 18-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

With regard to applicant's argument on page 11, paragraph 3, applicant argues 
that Gahan reference (Patent Number WO 93/11343) does not teach "the gears being 
not indirectly connected by the idler gears as in the present claims". Applicant made

the examiner confuse since the applicant's argument is contradict to applicant's 
explanation of "indirectly" and "directly" in the paragraph 2 of page 1 1 . 

If the applicant wants to express that Gahan reference does not teach "the 
gears being indirectly connected by the idler gears", the examiner respectfully 
disagrees with applicant; since on page 10, lines 10-19 of the reference, Gahan clearly 
state the claimed invention. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims16-30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
